Gabbay discloses a valvular prosthesis 300 which may be implanted in a 
compressed condition, where using a catheter to retain the prosthesis in a compressed 
condition, the catheter is then used to position the valve at the desired position by 
utilizing a suitable imaging technology, such as x-ray, which will reveal the entire length 
of the imagable structure, the valve 300, and its orientation, and its top and bottom, and 
verifying it is in the correct location using such technology, then discharging it from the 
retaining mechanism so that is expands towards its original configuration. Para. [0073].
